The oldest clock in Crittenden 
county, perhaps— a time-piece, 

that has ticked out minute after 
minute, hour after hour and 
measured the allotted days of 
generation after generation,— is 
now the property of Deputy Sher- 
iff John T. Pickenf, of this city. 

The clock was originally owned 
by William G. t*ickens, who was 
a holdier of the Revolutionary 
War, serving under the com- 
mand of General George Wash* 
inpton. Mr. Pickens was a na- 
tive of South Carolina, but after 
the close of the war of the Rev- 
olution he came to Kentucky, 
married a Miss (.'aldwt II. settled 
in Crittenden county on v.hat is 
now known as the William Lewis 
farm, on n.-'.ylick cre.^k. re.-ifed 
his family and died at un olduge 
in 1844. 

He had five children, John A. 
Pickens, who wis the urt-iid- 
father of John T.. A. J., Joel A. 
C, J. A. Pickens. Mesdames A. 
A. and E!i:'.;i Dehoe. All of tliis 
county; Eoenezar who never 
married; William W., Isreal H.. 
who was the jatht-r of Richard 
E. Pickens, of this city: Nelly, 
who married James Calhoun, a 
relative of John C. Calhoun, the 
South ('ai'olina statesman, ami 
afterwards lived in Paducah; 
Handy, the youngest child,- who 
married Miss Annie Stewart and 
emigrated to Arkansas. 

In 1838 the cli?ck, which belong- 
ed to William G. Pickens, great- 
grandfather of John T., was 
sold at a public sale and pur- 
chased by Dr. Mickleberry Bris- 
toe, who lived near Weston, and 
who kept it until he died, when 
it became the property of his 
son, Ira Bristoe, who, at his 
death, requested that the clock 
be given to John T. Pickens. It 
was transfered from the Bristoe 
residence to the home of the 
deputy sheritf, where it may be 
both seen and heard at all hours, 
day or night. It is quite a large 
piece of furniture, as clocks fxa. 
Standing about six feet in height. 
Its casing, its face and its hands 
are all of wood, as are likewise 
its wheels. It stands there grim 
and tall and complacent, as 
though it of courae was ready 
and competent to go on tickin^^ 
and pointing out the time of day 
to preaent and future genera- 
tions of Piekenaes, as they live, 
move, have their being and 
pass away.

It was an acute social observer whc 
wrote: "Houaekeepers Inatlnctlvel} 
add grease and sweetening when cook' 
tng for company." The same rule 
ought to pre/all In cooking tor chil 
dren. Food cannot bo too rith foi 
.voiinc. thriving creatures, provided it 
Ib p'-operly proportioiied. Perfect 
pound e.Tko is a meal In itself, ginger- 
bread as perfec t, but little lesa satis- 
fying, while as Vor tea cakea of the 
right sort, crisp, sugary, melting, an 
active healtiiy child may eat aU it 
chooses ot tbesk and ba better tot 
tba eating. 

Make all these not merely good, but 
attractive to thn eye. Make also 
sponge cake, rnisio cake and many 
maniii 's 111' fan; y tartlets. Make them 
ln(liviii';ul- in liial will lie the su- 
pienie ch.uin. 

Ih'Kiu by cutting a big bag length- 
wise into strips two inches wide. 
Grease ouch strip half an Inch from 
one eilg", and cut blunt notches Into 
the creaae. threeniuartera of an inch 
apart.

Here is .Mammy's Pound Cake — and 
belter never went in anybody's mouth. 
Take ten eggs, a pound ot flour, sifted 
with two teaapoonfula of cream tartar 
and one of soda, a pound of sifted 
sugar, three-quarters of a pound of 
be^it butter, a wineglass of brandy or 
sherry, a tables;iooni'ul lemon extract. 
Creani tl'o buti. r .ny lirlit with half 
the sugar, add tli - mlier hall' to the 
yolks of the e^-i^s ;;llcr beating tliem 
foamy light, and then biat af;.iin. Pu: 
in tile butter and sugar, in:x well, add 
tho liquor next, tluu half tiie Hour, 
Iiuttiiin in a eui'tiil at a time, l-'old in 
next part of the egg white:-, which 
should be boaten so stiff that they 
will stick to the inverted dish. Add 
the reit of the Hour, then the last of 
the egg-white. Stir in tJie lemon ex- 
tract last ot all. Pour Into thickly 
buttered bags or very thin tin moulds 
thickly buttered. Seal the loaded bags 
and set on a trivet in the oven. Put 
moulds inside greased bags, seal and 
put on the grid abelf. Ilavo the oven 
hot enough to turn white paper yellow 
in five minute.-?. If the iiaper scorches 
it Is too hdt — cool it by setting a very 
shallow pan of luld water upon tho 
floor Just before i.utting in the cake. 
Take out the pan after a few minutes, 
of cours'-, lirst turning do%vu the gas 
flamo, or jmshing in the dampers to 
reduce heat. Cook at moderate heat 
until done through. It will take an 
hour to an hour and a half, accord- 
ing to the thickness of the cakes. 
Midway the baking they should be 
shifted— those from the grid abelf set 
low on the broiler, those from the 
broiler put high, so that ther will cook 
evenly. Make holea in the bag tops 
and test the cakes before taking them 
up by thrusting in a clean straw or 
thin knife blade. If tho thing thrust 
in comes out with no stickiness cling- 
ing to it, tho cake is done. I5ag cook- 
ing prevents crusting over, and there- 
by facilitates rising. It also saves 
from burning aud avoids tho risk of 
Jarring by too much openinj^ of the 
oven door. Baking i)()w.ier can be 
used in place of soda and cream of 
Urur, but to mjr thinking ttaa old way 
U the best 

Raisin cake Is made almost the same 
aa pound cake, but takes a Uttle longer 
and slower baking. 

Every household ahnoat baa Ita own 
favorite glngerbraad and tearcake. 
Make them In your own way, but re- 
member to make them festive. Tou 
can do this easily by cutting them 
out in all manner of fancy shapes b»' 
sides those already suggested, from 
frosting them in many colors — white, 
pink, green, yellow and brown, and 
sprinkling them before tho frosting 
hardens, with tiny colored candies, or 
chopped nuts, or candied peel, or 
dtron very finely shredded. Make 
stars, crescents, crosses, triangles, 
what not— tha more, certainly tho 
Barrier whaa 76a com* to set them on 
your dlah. 

Pound cake and ralaln oake baked In 
paper bags can be cut In eubea, rounds, 
fingers, or any shape desired, frosted 
all over, and be more than ornamental. 
A centerpiece for a child's party can 
be built in the shape of a log caljin, 
using alternately long strips frosted 
white and other strips of chocolate 
brown. Or It may be white and pink, 
or all white, with a roof of frosting 
snow and cundy-lclcles banging along 
the eaves. Vegetable coloring, which 
la cheap and perfectly wholesome, can 
be bought from any first claaa grooar.
